Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1 -15 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Coleman's purpose is focused on the clicking and releasing of the mouse as it relates to identifying and selecting 
letters. As such, applicants argue that Schirmer and Shalit cannot be combined with Coleman because the order of clicking and releas ing 
a mouse as disclosed in Schirmer and Shalit would frustrate the purpose of Coleman. 

The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons. Applicants' arguments acknowledge that the purpose of Coleman is to access a help 
index that can be searched using an "alpha scroll bar" on which letters can be selected by a number of methods including placing a 
cursor over a portion ..." (see office action at page 3). This implies that the specific order of clicking and releasing the mouse is flexible. 
The use of phrases such as "navigation input" and "user input" allow for a breadth interpretation which would allow Coleman to teach the 
elements taught in the claims. In addition, because Schirmer and Shalit were cited to respond to applicant's amendment, and such input 
is "sufficient to cause the independent element to become the selected element" and "distinct from the user input" respectively, the 
elements are taught by this art. As cited in the office action, it would have been obvious to combine these references to fi Iter a list of data 
objects according to selected attribute values or entries and to give the user choices in viewing the contents of an object respectively. 
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
